sacrifice of others. 

At Daggett Square, Selectmen Paul Ciaburri 
and Bradford Morse joined Hartley in reading aloud 
the names of servicemen and women, names forever 
emblazoned on the memorial tablet that graces the tiny 
square. 

The selectmen also remembered W. Becket 
Kiernan, whose recent passing shortly after joining the 
U.S. Marine Corps had been felt throughout the Tri- 
Town area. Kiernan was remembered as a talented and 
courageous young man who had dreamed of serving his 
nation as a Marine. A moment of silence punctuated those 
comments. 

The ceremony included the reading of names, 
those who were enlisted in the military from the Civil War 
through to more recent global events such as Vietnam and 
Desert Storm.

This 84 th annual Rochester Memorial Day Boat 
Race on Monday was nothing like the 83 rd last year. No 
torrents of rain smashing steadily onto the hundreds of 
spectators and swamping the 100 participants in their 
canoes in a soup of rain and river water.

Honor, Duty, Sacrifice, and Remembrance

On May 28, the residents of Mattapoisett once 
again turned out in high numbers to attend the Memorial 
Day observance sponsored by the American Legion 
Florence Eastman Post 280. 

Opening the day's event was Legion Commander 
Michael Lemoureux who then invited Legion Chaplain 
Richard Langhoff to give the prayer. 

Tri-Town veterans' agent and long-time legion 
member Barry Denham, along with veterans' agent 
clerk Jo-Ann O'Malley, organized the afternoon event 
that included just about all the current legion members, 
Mattapoisett's Board of Selectmen, and special guests. 

Denham said it wasn't a secret that the Legion 
"was getting short on veterans." He said that since 1897, 
Mattapoisett has held ceremonies to commemorate and 
honor those who served the nation. He said that without 
the support of the community, the day's observances 
would be harder to pull together and asked those in 
attendance to assist in any way possible. 

State Representative William Straus spoke to the 
commitment of military personnel. "We strive everyday 
to accomplish things for ourselves," whereas servicemen 
and women are accomplishing things for a greater goal. 
He said there are thousands of people we do not know 
who are working for us everyday, and on Memorial Day it 
is good to remember them all. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer spoke about his 
grandfather who had served in the U.S. Coast Guard. He 
said that although he enjoyed many frank conversations 
with his grandfather, he now wished he had asked 
more questions, plumbed the aging vet's memories, and 
learned more about the man he loved and respected.

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members who have served before it's too late. 

Special guest speaker was Colonel Chris Kidd of 
the U.S. Army. Before speaking, Kidd told The Wanderer 
that Memorial Day was hard because it was not a day of 
celebration but a day to remember those who have died 
in the line of duty or served our country. But he hoped 
to lend a personal note, one that others might find rings 
true for them as well. Kidd also shared that this was his 
first time visiting Mattapoisett and his last time to speak 
professionally at a public event, for he is retiring. 

Kidd, whose long list of accomplishments 
took Lemoureux some minutes to read off, is currently 
stationed at the Naval War College in Newport, RI. 

The list of deployments and service related relocations 
included tours of duty in the Middle East, where he 
witnessed the process of preparing a deceased soldier 
for the return trip home to their Gold Star families. He 
said during the preparations in the field as the deceased's 
personal possessions as well as their body is readied for 
the trip, and during the in-field ceremony where their 
boots are lined up and their helmets placed on top, "[It] 
is the only time you won't hear a soldier complain about 
standing at attention." 

"It becomes a hometown experience," when 
military personnel are returned to their families, said 
Kidd. 

Kidd said that today there are approximately 
200,000 servicemen and women serving around the globe.

My thoughts at that time, some thirty years ago 
now, were simply that we could have some much delayed 
fun. She could be refreshed of mind and spirit, renewed as 
a thinking person, and simply put, happier. 

The happier part of my fantasy was tested and 
refuted many times as Ma's final decades came to pass. 

Yet there was laughter, joy, and lots of, "Ma, look at 
that!" moments as we slowly wound our way through 
backcountry roads and highway traffic jams. 

I took her to places I felt she'd enjoy - vistas 
that overlooked vast swaths of trees, hills covered 
in wildflowers, and skies marbled by clouds. We ate 
lunches in small cafes geared to older folks - tea served 
in teapots, doilies hung in tiny windowpanes, miniature 
cupcakes. She bloomed in those moments and became an 
independent person who could, in fact, enjoy a moment's 
beauty. 

We visited New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
Vermont and as many local nooks and crannies as I could 
find in southeastern Massachusetts. We picnicked in the 
car. We watched swimmers from the beach parking lots.

kids flying kites. We ate ice cream and fried rice by the 
pints. We enjoyed each other's company because we 
played at being friends versus mother and daughter. It 
worked during those magical hours. 

Because her sister-in-law wore a little make-up 
when she was out in society, Ma bought some from her 
Avon representative and took the time to "doll herself" up 
whenever we were going out. My mother in make-up. A 
mask that let her ease into the character she wanted to be 
while shopping for some trinket in a tourist shop. I was 
witnessing her metamorphosis. She held tightly to my 
arm for balance. 

The simple act of walking became increasingly 
problematic for Ma in those later years. Always a bit 
overweight, never walking more than a few yards hither 
and yon about her postage-stamp sized property and tiny 
cottage, her muscle tone didn't exist. But her stubbornness 
did, and that strength of mind over physical limitations 
allowed her to slowly step along. "We can make it," was 
all the encouragement she needed throughout her late 
60s and 70s as we hobbled to and from the car on our

The wheelchair years finally came. She could 
scoot around her home with the aid of a walker, but 
outside and going on adventures meant a wheelchair was 
necessary I learned how to swing that device in and out 
of my hatchback, expressly purchased for this purpose, 
with as much ease as my back would allow. By the end of 
an afternoon of shopping. I'd be quite exhausted and in 
pain. It was worth it. Ma had had a good day That was all 
that mattered - her happiness hard fought. 

The clock ticked down. The moment came when 
standing and pivoting were out of the question, when 
living at home was no longer an option, when a new 
reality, a nearly nightmarish reality would claim her 
freedom and mine. Reality - no one escapes. 

Those final years when aging collapsed her body 
into a mass that would not move independently followed 
by hearing, speaking, and seeing loss, all systems shutting 
down was tremendously difficult. A slow death by aging. 

My guilt at not spending more time sitting with 
her in the nursing home weighs heavily on me. An hour 
or so a week was all I could handle those last couple of 
years. Other family members were with Ma daily, so I 
felt I could withdraw a bit and save myself the emotional 
agony of seeing her so diminished. But each visit was, 
in fact, a living hell. She told me many times she didn't 
want to wake up any longer. She thought she heard a 
baby crying and wanted to find it and give comfort. She

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thought she saw her mother hovering in the window 
valance and couldn't understand why she would be there. 

She received good kind care in the hands of 
CNAs whose role was to wash, feed, toilet, and then 
repeat for the rest of Ma's days. My appreciation for these 
hardworking souls is unrivaled. Ma had her favorites at 
first. After a while, even that didn't matter any longer. 

As I massaged her unsupportive feet and legs, 
applying gallons of body lotion, we could no longer 
reminisce about our precious trips or lunches out as ladies 
holding teacups. She couldn't hear me and she really 
couldn't reply. Yet a serene look would come over her 
face as my hands swam across her body, a body that I had 
loved and held as tenderly as a baby. The gift of touch I 
would tell myself. 

Knowing that her opinion of me had always run 
a bit towards the harsh rather than the forgiving didn't 
matter. You love and you are unable to do otherwise, 
period. It didn't matter, not anymore. That she found 
me tough and able to take care of myself freed her from 
a mother's worry. It was good she never knew the full 
extent of my need. 

We'd had those last decades to play at living, 
to enjoy a movie in the theater, to attending the 
grandchildren's school events, to shopping for hours at 
Walmart, for seeing the trees in autumn, for simply sitting 
together in silence as the geese flew overhead. 

My steps are slowing. My stubborn nature, not

handy, right?" 

The students pulled out about 40 Chromebooks 
in all. "We supplied half the school with more 
Chromebooks!" said Linane. 

More unmarked boxes yielded a bunch of 
Samsung Galaxy tablets, touchscreen laptops, and a 
variety of different types of Chromebooks. 

Pulling out the robot vacuum cleaner, one student 
said, "We should name it!" 

They settled on "Henry." 

Back in September, Linane 7 s engineering students 
expressed an interest in drone technology and developing 
a drone tech program at the high school. The team drafted 
a proposal to submit to the Samsung Solve for Tomorrow 
Contest, a national competition that challenges students 
to creatively use STEAM skills to address real-world 
issues and inspire change in their local communities. 

The contest encourages students to explore the 
use of technology to address or solve a community- 
based issue. One essential characteristic of the Tri-Town, 
especially in Rochester, is the presence of cranberry 
growing and its significant economic impact on the 
region. And with the students 7 interest in exploring drone 
technology, Linane saw the perfect marriage between 
technology and tradition. 

The students designed a drone that could monitor 
soil conditions in cranberry bogs as climate change- 
induced seasonal droughts are dealing a direct impact on 
the cranberry industry. With the use of drones, farmers 
can implement targeted watering around selective areas 
of the bogs that are detected as being particularly dry. 

"I thought it was fascinating," Linane said. "It 
was cool." The students designed and assembled the 
drones and coordinated with local cranberry growers to 
teach them how they could implement the technology at 
their own bogs. 

Linane said UMass Dartmouth and the Cape 
Cod Cranberry Grower's Association have contacted him 
with interest in partnering with the ORR teacher and his 
students. 

"It's been really great, a really great experience," 
said Linane.

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Back on May 7, Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
said WeCare Environmental gave the Town a sudden 
notice that for the next few months WeCare would not 
receive recyclables from Marion as it relocates to its new 
location. 

"They should be back up and running within a 
couple of months," said Tilden. 

The City of Taunton, however, was given notice 
just days ago that as of June 1, WeCare would terminate 
its contract and no longer collect or receive recyclable 
materials from the City of Taunton. 

Taunton recently implemented its new automated 
recycling collection program and issued residents their 
new 96-gallon blue carts just weeks ago. 

The temporary suspension of its contract with 
WeCare is not the only problem facing Marion pertaining 
to recycling. Residents are putting high quantities of dirty 
and unwashed recyclable containers and items into the 
bins, a nation-wide problem that, at the local level, means 
higher costs to dispose of the materials and possibly more 
materials heading to regional landfills instead of being 
processed and re-used. 

The nation's largest buyer of recyclable materials, 
China, now refuses the bulk of recyclable materials from 
the United States due to the high contamination levels 
of unwashed plastic and grease-tainted paper products, 
leading municipalities across the country scurrying to 
find solutions to improper recycling habits and the high 
cost to dispose of the materials, especially in states like 
Massachusetts where municipalities are mandated by the 
Department of Environmental Protection to recycle. 

"It's the issue all towns are having," said Tilden. 
"It's a lot of dirty recycling. That's the issue right now, 
and that's really hard to take care of." 

In addition to dirty materials, Marion residents 
are tossing too many non-recyclables into their bins, 
which slows down the sorting and processing of the 
materials and leads to equipment shutdowns and, 
with enough unrecyclable and contaminated materials, 
could result in rejection of the Town's recyclables - 
consequences that could mean DEP enforcement actions, 
along with those increased costs to dispose of the

324 Front Street Remains Unresolved 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Contention follows local condominium developer 
Christian Loranger project after project in Marion, and the 
contention continues at 324 Front Street, a four-unit condo 
development that abutter Peter Douglas is fighting to see 
reduced in size. 


Douglas, during the May 24 Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals public hearing of his appeal of Lor anger's 
building permit, right off the bat called for the recusal of 
three ZBA members - Michelle Ouellette Smith, Chairman 
Marc LeBlanc, and Bob Alves - citing them as three of 
the defendants of Douglas' separate lawsuit last year, a 
conflict of interest he said, while also saying Smith and 
LeBlanc, as real estate agents, could potentially benefit 
from a sale of one of Loranger's four units. 

Furthermore, Douglas referred to some Facebook 
posts he alleged LeBlanc had made and later deleted, "... 
Registering opposition to any effort to interfere with this 
project," Douglas said. 

"We'd (Douglas and his attorney) like to make 
that point clear that we don't think you're qualified to sit 
in judgment of this case," Douglas said while waiting for 
his attorney who was stuck in traffic. 

Town Counsel Barbara Carboni advised Douglas 
that he is free to claim that some members should recuse 
themselves, but until that request is in writing, she said, 
"Consider your rights reserved ... but it's off the table for 
now." 

The over one hour-long meeting that included 
Douglas, his attorney Mark Bobrowski and hired engineer 
Doug Schneider, Loranger and his attorney John Burke, 
the board, and other residents finally distilled down to 
three main points for the board: interpretation of the 
bylaw's definition of a basement, whether there was a rear 
basement space as Loranger claimed or not as Douglas et 
al. claim, and whether the project Building Commissioner 
Scott Shippey permitted "as-of-right" complies with the 
bylaw. 

Loranger's project violates numerous bylaws, 
Douglas asserts, which prompted him to hire his own 
engineer Doug Schneider to verify his assertion. Douglas 
also solicited the support of various past neighbors and 
owners of 324 Front Street to testify that there was never 
a basement to the rear of the house, an area Loranger 
figured into the original footprint on which he rebuilt the 
razed structure. And throughout the meeting, confusion 
permeated the discussion as both sides cited two different 
versions of the relevant bylaws - the ones in use when

Loranger applied for the permit, and the ones the Town 
amended after the permit was issued pertaining to 
"catastrophic" demolition, volume and square-footage 
allowed, and the definition of a "basement." There was 
also the matter as to whether the ZBA could rely on the 
information supplied by Loranger's unlicensed surveyor. 

"Our bylaws need work," said Shippey. "'Volume' 
is not even in the definitions. It's an ongoing process ... to 
repair the bylaw and make it correct." The 'Catastrophe or 
Demolition' section of the bylaw under 'Non-conforming 
uses and structures' has been amended to specify that 
rebuilding on a non-conforming structure is allowed after 
demolition "caused by a catastrophic event," but that was 
not specified in the bylaw when Loranger applied for the

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building permit. 

And last year, the ZBA had already determined 
that the non-conforming house was grandfathered under 
the bylaw, so Douglas's assertion that it is not is moot, 
Shippey said. 

Since new information was presented to Shippey 
earlier this month, which included affidavits Douglas 
submitted, Shippey said that although he had all the 
information he needed from Loranger to issue the permit, 
"With this being a contentious issue," Shippey said, he 
felt it best to present it to the board "to make a perfect 
judgment." 

According to Douglas, the new project has an 
increase of over 40% in volume from the original house, a 
violation of the bylaw. Furthermore, the exterior stairways 
and landings should count as being outside the original 
footprint, Douglas insisted with Schneider's support, but 
Shippey disagreed. 

ZBA member Kate Mahoney wondered if the 
board should hire its own peer-review engineer, a 
suggestion town counsel said could be explored and 
addressed at the next meeting, although peer review is 
usually common for bigger projects. 

Douglas's attorney Bobrowski said what jumped 
out at him was because the footprint was increased, in his 
opinion, there should be no building permit, and he cited 
case law he said was the leading case law on size and 
non-conformance. And as for catastrophe and demolition, 
Bobrowski should know that the intent of that bylaw was 
that structures could be rebuilt within the same footprint 
after demolitions after catastrophes, not voluntary 
demolitions- after all, he helped write it. 

But Shippey added, "At the time [the building 
permit] was issued, you could do it voluntarily. It was 
changed since the project to 'only' catastrophic." 

On behalf of Loranger, Attorney Burke echoed 
Shippey, saying it is clear under the old version of the 
bylaw, "Demolition was allowed even if there wasn't a 
fire or catastrophe." 

In the same sentence of the bylaw, Burke read the 
section that allows for reconstruction of a non-conforming 
structure "... [On] the footprint of the nonconforming 
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structure and rebuilt to an extent only as great in volume 
or area as the original nonconforming structure...." Burke 
emphasized the "or" between "volume" and "area," 
absent the word "and." 

Furthermore, the new building's foundation is 
three and a half feet in length shorter than the prior's, 

"But it is exactly placed on the foundation of the old 
building," Burke said. 

"There was no intent to do anything other 
than build an as-of-right building," said Lor anger, and 
the architect built the design based upon that and the 
calculations provided by the "expert" that performed the 
surveying, John Romanelli, he said. 

"What makes someone an expert?" Mahoney 
asked. "Does he have to be licensed?" 

Romanelli, although he has been performing 
land surveying for over 30 years, according to Loranger, 
is not a licensed surveyor in the State of Massachusetts. 
And although the bylaw does not specify that a licensed 
surveyor must do the work, Schneider questioned 
Romanelli's integrity, while the board questioned 
Romanelli's reliability, especially since Loranger asked 
Romanelli to review the original calculations, which led to 
some accuracy adjustments. 

As for the rear basement, Loranger submitted an 
affidavit claiming he discovered a rear basement, which 
he accessed via a crawl space where utilities and sewer 
pipes came through to the front of the house. 


The board grappled with the bylaw's lack of a 
definition of a basement, except for a reference to the 
height of the ceiling - a headroom of 6.8 inches or greater, 
and "Partly underground but at least half above ground," 
said Shippey. 

Burke asked the board to uphold Shippey's 
building permit. 

Prior owner of 324 Front Street of 22 years, Ann 
Cowell, said there was never a rear basement, as Loranger 
claims. 

".. .There was no cellar there to the best of my 
knowledge," said Cowell. "There maybe was a crawl 
space, but no cellar ... to the back of the building." 

Burke countered, saying there is evidence of pipes 
in the space and the presence of a sunken floor above. 

"You would not have a sunken floor ... if that 
back section was built on a pad," said Burke. 

A neighbor who lived at 300 Front Street said she 
was a childhood best friend with someone who lived at 
324 Front Street, and there was no basement in the back. 

When the discussion again turned to Romanelli 
and the lack of a license, LeBlanc expressed his discomfort 
over discrediting someone who was not present to defend 
himself. 

"I order to call yourself a land surveyor," said 
Schneider, "You must be registered by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts." 

"We have a lot to look at," LeBlanc said, and it all 
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hinges on the board's interpretations of the bylaw. 

"Our [bylaw] definitions are horrible," said 
Shippey. "They're very convoluted ... and don't coincide 
with building code.. 

There is a codification of the bylaws underway, 

Shippey said, to rectify this. 

The board continued the discussion until June 28, 
at which time the board expects Romanelli to attend the 
meeting. 

In other matters, the board swiftly approved an 
amendment to the Special Permit for Andrew Sidford 
Architects, 13 West Avenue, to vertically expand a 
structure upon the existing house's foundation. Andrew 
Sidford said the foundation was ultimately deemed 
unsound to hold the weight of the house, and a new 
foundation was poured. Sidford was seeking permission 
to allow several square feet of the original crawl space 
beneath the house to be converted into proper basement 
space and height for storage only. The board deemed 
it non-detrimental to the neighborhood, and since it 
remained on the original footprint, the board approved 
the change. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for June 28 at 7:30 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Commission member Jeffrey Doubrava disagrees.

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Commission Split on GaGa Ball Pit Process 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission is still 
split on whether or not to require Eagle Scout candidate 
Jackson St. Don to file a Notice of Intent for the 'gaga' ball 
pit he wants to install at Silvershell Beach as part of his 
Eagle Scout project. 

On May 23, commission member Shaun Walsh 
maintained that because the project does not "remove, 
fill, dredge, or alter the resource area," as stated in the 
Wetlands Protection Act, then a NOI is not necessary. 
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recalling a recent project of placing benches at Sprague's 
Cove for which the commission required a NOI. 

But with that project, the commission did not 
know the placement of the benches and if they would be 
anchored, said Walsh. With St. Don's gaga ball pit, Walsh 
said they knew where it would be placed this time. 

"I think that it is a slippery slope. If you start 
requiring somebody like this to have to file an RDA, then 
where do you draw the line?" said Walsh. "Because by 
that logic, every time they put the lifeguard stand on the 
beach, you're going to make the Town get an RDA for 
that?" 

There is the fact that if a hurricane came though 
it could carry components of the gaga ball pit onto other 
properties causing damage, but that is not a performance 
standard of the Act, said Walsh. 

"I think we have to go back to the Act," said 
Chairman Cynthia Callow. Recreation Director Jody 
Dickerson wrote in a letter that he would see to it that 
the gaga ball pit was taken down and removed should a 
storm event approach, which is all Callow feels she needs 
in order to be reassured. 

Still, having not been listed specifically on the 
agenda, the commission ended the discussion until the 
next meeting. 

In other matters. Callow said that morning at 
6:30 am she got a call from acting DPW Superintendent 
Jonathan Henry regarding a water main break on County 
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Road with municipal water gushing into the Sippican River. 
She said she gave Henry approval to install some erosion 
control and get to work on repairing the pipe. 

"It's probably not a problem," said commission 
member Joel Hartley. "If it was chlorinated water, I think it 
would be a problem." 

Also during the meeting, the commission issued a 
Certificate of Compliance to Christopher Kmiec for work 
done at 14 Aucoot Avenue. 

Robert Braman of Sandwich received a Certificate 
of Compliance for completed revetment work done at 538 
Point Road. 

Cynthia and John Paliotta received an Order 
of Conditions for their NOI to construct a lawn and 
implement stormwater controls relative to the up-gradient 
construction of a single-family house at 119 Converse Road. 
Included in the plan is a grassy swale system that will 
capture stormwater runoff and lead it to a detention pond 
downhill from the construction. 

Barbara DaCosta was granted a Certificate of 
Compliance for a driveway extension and subsequent 
wetlands replication at 2 Washburn Park Road. 

The commission refrained from granting 
Clean Energy Collective's request for a release from an 
Enforcement Order relative to the solar farm project at 99 
Perry's Lane. The commission wants the solar developer to 
address two remaining issues: a dead evergreen tree and a 
dangling tree branch close to live wires. 

"When they do it, if they notify us that they've 
done it, we'll put it on the next following site plan visit... 
and then we can entertain ... a Certificate of Compliance," 
said Walsh. 

Leslie and Paul Kuo were given a Certificate of 
Compliance for completion of the work related to a new 
house construction and associated work at 139 Converse 
Road. 

Virginia and Robert Beams were given a Certificate 
of Compliance for pier improvements at 35 Holly Road. 

The commission granted a Municipal Certificate 
for an amended conservation restriction at 618 Delano 
Road for land donated to and now held by the Trustees of 
Reservation. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 13 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

Last year. Old Colony softball ran into a force 
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as we begin a new chapter. 
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against the seventh-seeded East Bridgewater and fell 13-1. 
But East Bridgewater has now moved up to Division 2 for 
this year's MI A A State Tournament. 

And Old Colony (12-6) has learned from the 
experience. Additionally, while the Cougars await the 
seeding announcement on June 5, head coach Brandon 
Mendez is putting in some research so he and his 
players have an idea of what to expect heading into the 
postseason. 

"We're a little bit above the middle of the pack of 
Division 3," Mendez said. "So we're hoping for a home 
game. There are certain Division 3 teams that are loaded. 
There are some teams at the top that are going to be very 
hard to beat. In the middle of the pack, there are some 
teams that are very comparable to us." 

The long layoff is another thing the Cougars have 
to deal with. They have the State Vocational Tournament 
in between their last regular season game - a 5-1 win over 
Southeastern - but even then there's still the potential for 
a week without game play. The softball seeding won't 
come out until Tuesday, which likely means Old Colony's 
first game will be on Thursday. 

This is all a result of the early season inclement 
weather, and Old Colony is one of the few softball 
programs locally to have everything all wrapped up. 

So Mendez is doing what he can to ensure his players 
get some simulated work in addition to the standard 
practices. 

"You couldn't predict the weather," Mendez said. 
"With the state tournament moving the games back ... we 
got lucky, our field is great and we got all our games in 
on time. We got lucky because I know there are teams out 
there scrambling to get three or four games in this week. 
Which is something our athletic director (Matt Trahan) 
and myself were adamant about playing whenever we 
could so we didn't run into that. 

"I have a couple calls out, depending on where 
things lie the rest of this week, early next week, we may 
match up with someone to get a good co-practice and 
scrimmage in," continued Mendez. 

This has given the Cougars a chance to ease back 
in their starting pitcher, Emily Littles, who missed a 
week, which included two games, due to illness. 

"We kind of went slow with her," Mendez said. 
"We did have her bat last game, even though she's 
normally our No. 3 hitter. So we have taken it slow." 

Littles returned to the mound on Thursday 
against Southeastern and went the distance, allowing only 
one run on three hits, while striking out five in the win. 
No. 11 for her on the year. Littles has also been a force at 
the plate, hitting .528 out of the third spot in the order for 
Old Colony. She's also scored 14 runs and knocked in 13. 

She only trailed Hannah L'Heureux in average 
(.554) by season's end. L'Heureux led the team with eight 
doubles and five triples. She was also third in RBI (21) 
to Mikayla Murray (22) and Te-Lynn Layton (24), and 
second in runs scored (28) to Kat Kirby (29). Kirby also

"They're excited," Mendez said about his players. 
"We kind of talked about it at practice tail end of last 
week and on Memorial Day. Kind of talked about how 
it's a different season, but that we're still out here to have 
fun, work hard and put our best effort out there. We 
actually had a great practice the other day, so it's very 
encouraging."

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's 
historic homes and buildings. The survey was funded 
one-half by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half 
by the Massachusetts Historical Commission. Because 
of the limits of funding, not all of the historic buildings 
were surveyed, but over 100 were catalogued and 
photographed. The results of the survey are in digital

office). Marion 
(Old Rochester) is 
one of the oldest 
towns in the 
United States, and 
the Sippican Historical Society maintains an extensive 
collection of documentation on its historic buildings. The 
Sippican Historical Society will preview one building a 
week so that the residents of Marion can understand more 
about its unique historical architecture. This installment 
features 183 Front Street, Pond House. 

Tabor Academy was founded in 1876 by Elizabeth 
Sprague Pitcher Taber (1791-1888). In 1916, Walter 
Huston Lillard became headmaster of the school and he 
consolidated the campus along the shores of Sippican 
Harbor. In 1936-1937, the "Tabor Swap" involved the 
exchange of three acres of the town's waterfront land for 
ten acres of Tabor Academy's land on Spring Street. Tabor 
gradually purchased homes along the waterfront, which 
were used as dormitories. The Pond House at 183 Front 
Street was built in 1797. In the 1880s, John Hay and John 
Nicholay, both former secretaries to President Abraham 
Lincoln, lived here while writing their biography of 
Lincoln for Century Magazine. After using this building 
as a dormitory for many years, Tabor Academy sold it in 
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UCCRTS Class of 2018

My cat scratched my arm the other day and now my 
arm is getting very swollen. What should I do? 

Call your physician. You may have contracted 
Cat Scratch Fever which is more than just a song 
from the 70's. The disease is caused by a bacteria 
called Bartonella. Cats are exposed when they 
are scratched by an affected cat that has fleas. 

The fleas suck blood and poop on the cat. The cat 
scratches itself and gets flea poop that contains 
a bacteria under the nails. They then scratch 
another cat or person and the bacteria gets 
inoculated under the skin. 

Bartonellosis is called an emerging disease as 
not much is known about it but it seems to 
be commonly carried in cats in our area. It is 
treatable with antibiotics.

Chapter of the American Guild of Organists Young Artists 
Competition.

Bernard & Huey. Starring David Koechner and Jim Rash. 
Directed by Dan Mirvish. Running time: 91 minutes. No 
MPAA rating, but equivalent of an R. In select theaters 
and on streaming services. 

Bernard & Huey is based on two characters who 
showed up in Jules Feiffer's cartoons for The Village Voice 
and Playboy starting in 1957. The cable network Showtime 
commissioned, and then declined, a screenplay from Fei- 
ffer in 1986; with some semi-topical tweaks here and there 
(texting, phrases like "scene-adjacent"), that 30-year-old 
script is what has been filmed here. So it's no wonder that 
the movie feels a tad ... musty? Beside the point? And is 
this #MeToo era the worst or best atmosphere in which 
to release the satirically-styled musings of Huey, an alpha 
male who says things like "If I had any respect for chicks 
I'd never make out," and Bernard, Huey's beta friend, 
whose neuroses anticipated the early Woody Allen per¬ 
sona? 

It doesn't help that Feiffer, a playwright and 
novelist as well as cartoonist, more or less already wrote 
his Bernard and Huey movie — 1971's Carnal Knowledge , 
directed by Mike Nichols and starring Jack Nicholson as 
Jonathan, the Hueyest Huey imaginable (Art Garfunkel 
brought up the rear as Bernard — I mean, Sandy). Carnal 
Knowledge is a bitter classic as well as a useful time cap¬ 
sule; Feiffer and Nichols were grappling sincerely with 
what it meant to be a man in the time of what was then 
called Women's Lib. More recently, too, films like 1996's 
Swingers gave us Vince Vaughn as a slickster neo-Huey 
and Jon Favreau as a befuddled Gen-X Bernard. Swingers 
even ended on a Feiffer-esque note of embarrassment for 
the unjustifiably self-confident Vaughn. 

Bernard & Huey feels like a throwback in more 
ways than one; it's another microbudgeted, Kickstarted 
indie film that might've had an easier time of it twenty 
or forty years ago. Now here it is, being tossed into an 
overflowing bucket of streaming content and somehow 
expected to stay afloat. It's smoothly helmed, though, by 
indie vet (and Slamdance Film Festival co-founder) Dan 
Mirvish, who's clearly an actor's director. Not only does 
he find the perfect Bernard (Jim Rash) and Huey (David 
Koechner), he finds younger actors (Jay Renshaw and 
Jake O'Connor, respectively) who match up terrifically 
with their older counterparts. Mirvish also provides space 
for smart actresses — Sasha Alexander, Nancy Travis, 



Bellamy Young, Mae Whitman as Huey's grown aspiring- 
cartoonist daughter — to interrogate the men's antiquated 
notions. 

The movie flashes back to Bernard and Huey's 
college days in the '80s, which makes for some weird 
anachronisms; the era is supposedly post-punk, but the at¬ 
titudes and even some of the dialogue ("I dig it, man") are 
clearly '60s — when, of course, the flashbacks were origi¬ 
nally set. Most of our time, though, is spent in the present 
day, when Bernard has become a ladies' man and Huey, 
a divorced father, is at loose ends. After a 25-year hiatus, 
a drunk Huey finds himself at the door of Bernard's spa¬ 
cious but sparse apartment, and soon the men revert back 
to their younger vibes, Huey sleeping with every woman 
in sight while Bernard slips into bed with Huey's daugh¬ 
ter Zelda, whose comics are puerile man-bashing until she 
meets a man who writes better material. On some level, 
Bernard & Huey still isn't especially progressive. 

Is it supposed to be, though? On another level, 
it's a valentine to Feiffer, a near-nonagenarian who's still 
going strong (his most recent graphic novel. Cousin Joseph , 
was published two summers ago) and who has been there 
for just about every social tremor, earthquake and tsunami 
that has shaped who we are now. In the philosophically 
and somatotypically opposed Bernard and Huey, Feiffer 
had his voices of bewilderment and resentment that both 
prefigured second-wave feminism and remain relevant in 
the era of the inter sectional fourth wave. Neither Feiffer 
nor the film has any answers. That's not for art to pro¬ 
vide. We may have many questions, though, starting with 
this: Why, a full six decades later, are we still meeting the 
grandchildren of Bernard and Huey in the form of incels 
and MRAs/PUAs? The OG B&H, here, are made to look 
sad, scrubby, essentially lonely (though everyone gets a 
Hollywood ending that almost reads parodically). Maybe 
that's the point.

She adored spending time with 
her grandchildren, teaching them games, and was the kind of 
grandmother who would happily swim in the ocean at night 
when the moon was full. Mary was a strong woman with a 
fearless sense of adventure. She loved going on road trips and 
especially enjoyed spending time in the canyons of Sedona, 
Arizona, where, as a lifelong seeker of spiritual knowledge 
and growth and member of the Inner Peace Movement, she 
explored both the physical and the spiritual landscapes.
